SOUTH CAROLINA CROPS.

Early Corn Damaged by Drought—Cot-
ton Picking Begun,

The temperature was uniformly
high during the woeek ending § a. m,
August  6th, and averaged slightly
above the normal, with a maximgim ot
I8 at Yemaszee, and a minimum of 62
at Greenville,

There were medium to light show-
ers during the first of the week, con-
fined principally, but not altogether,
to the southeastern and northwestern
portions, The general absence of raln,
the prevalence of drying winds, and
the steady high temperature were con-
ditions detrimental to growing voge-
tition, except cotton. and the neel of
rain is again widesproad, and in places
urgent, especially for food and forags
crops.  Practically all crops have heon
Laid by,

Old cory is made and cannot be ma-
terfally helped or injured by  subse-
atent weather conditions; the crop s
much below the averaee, Young vorn
is better and vet very promising, by
will soon stand jn need of ran. %od-
tler pulling has generally begun over
the castern sounties.

There was a general improvemoent
in the condition of cotton, especially
in the pastern and western counties,
although rnst and shedding are in-
creasing, and sea-island continues to
blight, Growth has stopped in some
fields, and the plants are blooming to
the top, while other fields continue to
grow and Quit freely. Cotton 1s e -
ing quite generally in the castern coun-
ties, although picking has not bogun,

Tobaceo cotting and curing is draw-
ing to a close. The late crop  zrades
well,

Rive is very promising, and i ripep-
ing, and harvesting will hemn his op
next week., Ponse continge to o wol),
but sorghum. sugar cane, swoot poti-
toes, and gardens are failing, In places,
for want of moisture. Thore are largs
quantities  of  peaches ripening, hut
many are wormy and rot gnickly. The
hay crop will be heavy in placces.

NOTIFICATION OF BRYAN.

He and Mr. Stevenson Officially In-
formed of Their Nominations.

CEREMONIES AT INDIANAPOLIS.

Large Crowd In Attendance — Yryan's
Speech is Dovoled to 'lmuorlnllm.-—-;
e Prowmises a Discusaion of Othor
Iasuen In His Lotter of Acooplance—

f Stevenson Tounclhes Upon A1l the Tssues

Indianapolis, Ind. (Special.—William
J. Bryan and Adlai 15 Slevenson woere
officially and formally notitied of thely
nomination by the Democrats at thelr
recent Kansas City Convention to the
offices: vespectively of President amd
Vice-President of the United States,
The notification ocenrred In the Mil-
tary ark, a beantitully shaded tract
of land In the centre of the city, The

park contains probably thirty acres
of gronnd, and It was well covered
with people.

The ceremony was preceded by a

parade throngh the principal strects
of the eity, which was participatad in
by n numler of visiting amd local Den-
oceatie clubs. The mecting began o
few minntes after 3 o'clock and eon-
cluded at 540 p. wm.  Flve specches
wire made, Mayor Tagzart, of Indian-
apolis, adding o wolecoming mildress to
the notifleation specehes of Represent-
ative Richardson and Governor Thom:
a8, and responses were wade by M
Bryan and Mr, Stevenson.

The platform on which the specches
woere made was  elevated gbont six |
feet above the park lawn, and upon it
sat the eandidates and their families
the wembers of the Natlonal Commnit-
e amd of the two notitication con-
mittees, as well s o fow fnvited
gnests. The meeting was ealled to or-
der in n briel speech of welcome by
Mayor Tageart, of this ey, amd who
introduced Senntor Jones as the Porp-
manent Chaivinan of the me=ting.

Sengtor Jones made no specein upon
taking the chalr, but contined his re-
marks to the slmple iutroduction of
the speakers to the andience.

Congressman James D, Richardson,
of ‘Tennessee, to whose lot, as Por-
manent Chalrman of  the National
Canvention, fell the duty of informins
AMir. Bryan of his nomination, made the
